Another Irrigation 
District Proposed 


Result of the Movement for General 
Irrigdtion in Southern 
Alberta: 

Still further territory is being-em- 
braced by the exponents of irriga- 
tion in Southern Alberta, The, latest 
report is that three new big irriga-, 
tion districts ‘adjacent to the town of 


Macleod, a few miles west of Leth- 


bridge Alberta, are now in process 
of organization, 

Since the Alberta Irrigation District 
Act came into effect several irrigation 
districts have been organized in the 
neighborhood of Lethbsidge, and 
these new projects are covering a yet 
wider field. 

The largest of these new districts 
will embrace an area of 100,000 acres, 
north of the town of Macleod, This 
project has been outlined since the 
projection of the Lethbridge northern 
scheme, farther east, and these two 
projects will. be supplied from the 
same ditch. Another project is out-| 
lined southwest of the town, and will 
supply irrigation to 40,000 acres. The 
third project is south of the town, 
and will irrigate about 90,000 acres. 
With the completion of these schemes |! 
Macleod will be the centre of one of! 
the biggest irrigation sections in Wes: | 
tern Canada. 

These projects have all developed 
as a result of the movement for gen- 
eral irrigation of all irrigable lands in | 
Southern Alberta. The surveys for 
many of the schemes have now. been 
made. The Lethbridge Northern pro- 
ject has been developed to the: stage 
where construction will probably be 
started this coming spring. The Ta-| 
ber irrigation scheme has been coni- 
pleted, and will be supplying water 
next summer to many farmers, 

The Macleod projects are only get- 
ting under way and surveys. will not 
be completed on these for some time. 
It is the intention, however, to pro- 
ceed at once with the organization of 
the neccessary districts and the elec-} 
tion of trustces.

EW religious moverhents of re- 
cent times have aroused such 
world-wide discussion as the 
proposal to form a league of 

churches along lines paraliel to the 
political league of nations. 

This proposal came from the most 
unexpected source, from the Patri- 
arch of the Greek Church, whe left 
the Ecumenical throne, violating a 
precedent of 400 years, to present 
his plans at Paris. Unexpected, it. 
explains, because the Greek church 
not only is remote from the Western 
world’s affairs, but many of, its own 
strongholds are isolated and breathe 
the spirit: of past ages. AS an ex- 
ample it points to the monasteries 
of Thessaly, nature-made skyscrapers 
reached by unique elevators, which 


‘|}are described by.Elizabeth Perkins, 


|"* follows: 

“There is a legend, perhaps it is 
P the that there was once a ruler 
in Constantinople who disliked his 
brother and wished to banish him to 
the remotest corner of his kingdom. 
Consequently the monarch built a 
monastery on a well-nigh inaccessible 
mountain in Thessaly and founded a 
brotherhood, about 400 years ago, in 
what seemed to be the uttermost cor- 
ner of the earth. 

“The monastery was called ‘Me- 
teora,’ meaning ‘domicile of the sky.’ 
After the original was built, twenty- 
three others’ grouped themselves 
around and were inhabited for a 
while. They were, however, finally 
abandoned, with the exception of 
three which are still in use, 

“The:seven hours’ trip across the 
plains of Thessaly to the town of 
Kalabaka is most enchanting. Occa- 
sionally a Greek priest, with long 
beard, long hair, and long garments 
rides by. His high hat,and his large 
cross indicate prominently his call- 
ing, and, if he is not in too great a 
hurry, apedestrian maystophim, kiss 
his cross, and be touched on the fore- 
head with a little switch, presumably 


dipped in holy water, and the sinner | 


obtains absolution for the day. 

“We left the train at Kalabaka, 
and there took horses and guides to 
elimb to the high-built monasteries. 
For three hours the horses had to 
pick their way over hillsides where, 
in the month of February, no trail 
was Visible. 

“As we looked in wonder at one 
detached colossal piilar of stone, we 
discovered’ on its seemingly unattain- 
able summit a building. This habi- 


tation of man, half natural rock anda 
seemed most extra-' 


half artificial, 
ordinary. Our guides drew attention 
to the higher precipices, and as we 
grew accustomed to their outlines we 
saw, on all sides, monasteries tucked 
into the ledges of the perpendicular 
walls. ‘They are not all inhabited 
to-day, but they are there, bearing 
testimony that man has climbed, and 
built, and lived on crags -that seem 
impossible for goats to climb. 


“The whole of the west plain of. 


Thessaly lay at our feet, and the 
white mountains of the Pindos range 
rose rugged and imposing before us. 
At the base of the rock on which 
Trinity is perched, like an eagle’s 
nest, our guides hallooed and heat 
with a stick on a tin can, found in 
the bushes. Soon an answering call 
came back, and over the precipice, 
some 300‘feet above us, the peering 
faces of several monks Were seen. 
Then something serpentine flew into 
the air, and as it dropped perpendi- 
cularly we saw dangling from a coil 
of rope what looked like a small fish, 
net. Down came the cable until it 
touched the earth at our feet, and 
the fish net proved to be a large 
sized rope bag, which opened ‘and 
spread out flat on the ground. 
“One at a time we were invited to 
step into the middle of this net and 
squat, Turk-fashion. The edges were 
gathered together on to a large iron 
hook, a.‘shout was given, and the 
net soared upward, while its o¢cupant 
felt. somewhat like an, orange at the 
bottom of a market woman‘s bag. 
“The ascent takes just three min- 
utes. Occasionally the open-work | 
elevator swings into the rock with a | 
slight bump, but the monks at the | 
top wind the windlass slowly, and 
the bumping does not hurt, but as a 
compensation the view grows more 
beautiful every second. At the last 
the top was reached. There was a 
final swing outward, to get a rebound 
inward, several pairs of hands were 


outstretched to pull the net over)

was. detached, the meshes opened, 
and the passenger helped to her feet 
by the black-robed brothers.

Queani-Drocourt support line with 
the battalion. Without hesitation and 
with utter disregard of personal safe- 
ty he remained on the field until 
every: wounded man had been attend- 
ed to. He dressed the wounds of a 
seriously wounded officer undér ter- 
rific machine gun and shell fire, and 
with the assistance of prisoners and 
of his own-men, succceded in eva- 
cuating him to safety, despite the 
fact that the bearers suffered heavy 
casualties. 

Immediately afterwards he rushed 
forward in full view of the enemy, 
under very heavy machine gun and 
rifle fire, to tend to a wounded ser- 
geant, and having placed him in a 
shell hole dressed his wounds. Capt. 
Hutcheson performed many similar 
gallant acts and, by ‘his cooJness and 
devotion to duty, many lives were 
saved.—Official Record. 

From Vis-en-Artois in the valley of 
the River Sensee, the country climbs 
slowly eastward to Dury. The slope 
is studded with little clumps of wood 
and through it runs the great na- 
tional highway from Arras to Cam- 
brai. Cutting the highway almost 
two miles from Vis and following 
the line of the ridge into Dury is a 
sunken road. A windmill with its 
broad earthern base and tower-like 
structure above stood out in front of 
Dury, before September 2, 1918, but 
it has vanished from the landscape 
sinee then, bombed to a pile of ruins. 

September .2 was the date set for 
the second phase of the big drive of 
the Canadians on Cambrai. The ob- 
jective was the Drocourt-Queant line 
of trenches which followed tle high 
ground and ran through Dury. It 
was a ioop thrown back from the 
Hindenburg line. which had been 
broken through the week before. The 
‘jumping-off’ trenches for the 
Fourth Division were in front of 
Vie-en-Artois. A hard day’s work 
lay before the men as they gathered 
before dawn in the assembly trenches 
behind the line. Five trenches pro- 
tected with wire: had. to be crossed. 
The sunken road was. bristling with 
guns. Every available cover had ma- 
chine guns in it. The Germans were 
determined to hold the Drocourt- 
Queant line at all costs. 

At five o’clock through a ground 
fog that lay on the hillside the 
Fourth Division men started on the 
day’s adventure across No Man’s 
Land. They fought bravely and 
won the first part of the ascent to 
the top of he hill. Then later in-the 
morning came the. men of the 75th) 
Battalion behind them, passed 
through their positions and went on 
through the Drocourt-Queant line. 

Capt. Bellenden Seymour Hutche- 
gon, medical officer of the 75th Bat- 
talion, went over the top with the at- 
tacking troops with his stretcher- 
bearers. The enémy was pouring 
down a heavy barrage over the hill- 
side; which-at-that time of day was 
flooded with sunshine.’ Under the 
fire Capt. Hutcheson and his men 
worked incessantly. The machine 
guns took a heavy toll of the men 
attacking, and the gunners were not 
particular about the .persons that 
they shot. Stretcher-bearers. were in 
as great danger as any, although 
they carried no weapons of self-de- 
fence, and many fell. Wounded men 
were strewn on the hillside. To these 
Capt. Hutcheson ministered unceas- 
ingly through the long day’s fighting. 

Under direct fire from a machine 
gun a wounded officer was lying se- 
verely wounded. Capt. Hutcheson 
went to him and. dressed his wounds, 


the prisoners to assist his bearers, 
he got the officer away to safety. 
Many of the bearers fell on the way. 
‘But the doctor’s work’ was not done. 
Seeing a wounded sergeant lying un- 
der fire he rushed to him and placing 
him in.a shell hole, dressed his 
wounds. These are only a few of the 
gallant acts of this medical officer 
in a long day of service for the 
‘wounded before the Drocourt-Queant 
line. The British war authorities
